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Conservation  Corner  — 


An  Opportunity-a  Challenge

We  at  Fitchburg  State  College  are  very 
fortunate  in  that  we  now  have  a  field  re- 
search station  where  work  can  be  carried  on 
in  ecology  and  in  conservation  education.  A 
magic  word  these  days  is  involvement.  We 
now  have,  through  cooperation  of  the  Middle- 
sex County  Foundation  and  4-H  Camp  Mid- 
dlesex, a  permanent  field  station  where  we 
can  become  involved.  We  can  become  in- 
volved directly  —  not  only  in  ecological  re- 
search but  in  conservation  education.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  very  unsettling  questions  posed 
with  respect  to  the  likelihood  of  man's  sur- 
vival are  ones  which  face  us  NOW.  Questions 
about  the  quality  of  our  lives,  our  surround- 
ings and  our  perceptions.  As  also  Leopold 
said  in  Sand  County  Almanac  "It  is  the  ex- 
pansion of  transport  without  a  corresponding 
growth  of  perception  that  threatens  us  with 
qualitative  bankruptcy  of  the  recreational  pro- 
cess. Recreational  development  is  a  job  not 
of  building  roads  into  lovely  country,  but  of 
building  receptivity  into  the  still  unlovely  hu- 
man mind."  To  what  extent,  I  wonder,  do 
we  attempt  this  sort  of  "building?"  And  of 
a  certainty  Leopold's  ideas  can  be  extended 
with  slight  modification  to  our  acceptance  and 
use  of  many  other  modern  technological  ad- 
vances. 

The  field  station  is  nominally  under  the 
control  of  the  Biology  Department  and  I  am 
nominally  the  director  of  the  station  but  it 
is  a  college  station  and  already  there  has  been 
a  heartening  enthusiasm  and  participation 
from  such  departments  as  Industrial  Arts. 

I  will  suggest  to  you  a  few  of  the  reasons 


that  we  are  so  delighted  to  have  a  'permanent' 
field  laboratory.  Ecology  is  a  dynamic  and 
embracing  discipline.  These  is  inherent  in  it 
a  strong  sense  of  time;  for  what  we  have  now 
is  a  product  of  the  past  and  what  we  will  have 
in  the  future  will  be  greatly  influenced  by 
what  we  do  now.  Ecological  studies  become 
increasingly  meaningful  as  they  are  continued. 
Ecological  research  includes  so  many  vari- 
ables that  overall  ecosystem  studies  often  lie 
beyond  the  scope  of  our  means.  But  as  more 
data  are  accumulated  about  the  interactions 
of  the  component  parts  new  researchers  can 
undertake  ever  more  precise  and  meaningful 
studies.  As  we  come  more  familiar  with  our 
immediate  surroundings  they  become  more 
meaningful  to  us.  To  be  told  is  not  to  ex- 
perience. In  conservation  education  we  will 
be  able  to  live  it!  And  better  yet  over  the 
years  our  fond  hopes  in  terms  of  ways  to 
convey  the  message  of  conservation  will  be 
translated  into  knowledge  of  how  successful 
our  efforts  have  been  —  successful  in  terms 
of  the  actual  effects  produced  on  youngsters 
from  Camp  Middlesex,  Camp  Lapham:  subur- 
ban-rural middleclass  youngsters  and  young- 
sters from  less  diverse  backgrounds  in  the 
greater  Boston  urban  centers.  And  beyond 
that  we  hope  to  be  able  to  share  our  growing 
competence  and  enjoyment  with  increasing 
numbers  of  students  and  teachers  young  and 
old. 

We  need  help.  We  need  time.  We 
need  understanding  .  .  .  people  .  .  .  money 
and  perhaps  above  all:  creative  imagination.

The  reference  collection  is  divided 
into  two  main  sections.  One  has 
those  books  on  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress classification,  the  other 
those  still  having  Dewey  Decimal 
numbers.  Our  reference  collec- 
tion is  now  large  enough  to  pro- 
vide some  information  on  almost 
any  topic,  but,  if  you  can't  find 
what  you  need  please  ask  for  help 
rather  than  deciding  that  the  li- 
brary doesn't  have  what  you 
need. 

Both  the  library  and  the  school 
are  growing.  We  hope  that  we 
are  growing  fast  enough  to  meet 
your  needs  and  will  keep  trying 
to  give  you  the  best  service  we 
can.

munication  between  students,  fac- 
ulty, and  administration. 

Time-out  proposals  included: 
(1)  Teacher  Evaluation  Handbook 
whereby  students  taking  a  course 
should  be  allowed  to  evaluate  an 
instructor's  presentation.  (2)  That 
Student  Government  set  up  a  new 
Constitution,  enlarge  its  member- 
ship, publish  its  minutes,  and 
change  its  name  to  Student  Sen- 
ate. (3)  That  equal  representation 
and  equal  vote  be  had  on  all  col- 
lege committees.  (4)  Set  up  a 
committee  serving  merely  as  an 
advisory  capacity  to  evaluate 
faculty  regarding  contract  renew- 
al, promotion  and  tenure.  (5)  To 
set  up  an  Independent  Study  Pro- 
gram and  be  opened  to  under- 
classmen. (6)  Attendance  should 
be  retained  as  free  and  unlimited. 
Attendance  should  not  be  taken 
seeing  that  there  is  no  state  law 
in  existence  which  necessitates 
taking  attendance.  (7)  That  a  Cur- 
riculum Committee  be  set  up  in 
each  deparmtent. 

I'm  hoping  that  the  format  for 
our  "Open  Forum  Dav"  is  as 
valid  as  Worcester  State's  wa*, 
and  that  answers  can  oe  iound  ior 
the  existing  problems  on  this 
campus.

On  last  Friday,  April  1  1 ,  the  FSC  Falcons  travelled  to 
Worcester,  Mass.  for  a  practice  game,  with  the  host  Clark 
University  Cougars  furnishing  the  opposition.  After  a  three 
hours,  seven  inning  game,  the  Falcons  were  rewarded  for  their 
efforts  with  an  8-3  "initial  victory"  of  the  1969  baseball 
season. 

The  Cougars  of  Clark  University  jumped  off  to  an  early
